DEBS AND WILSON. 


The 
visit 
of Eugene V. Debs to 
Washington upon invitation of Attor­ 
ney General Daugherty is a remark­ 
able, if not a unique, episode. 
Mr. 
Debs is in federal 
prison 
serving a 
sentence for violation of the Espion­ 
age Act during the war. 
There is no 
doubt about 
his 
guilt, 
the 
United 
States Supreme Court having confirm­ 
ed his conviction and Mr. Debs him­ 
self having admitted the truth of the 
charges. 
There is no difference of 
opinion about 
the 
propriety of Mr. 
Debs* 
sentence. 
The 
question 
is 
whether or not he should now be par­ 
doned after serving a small part of his 
sentence. 
Upon this question people will dif­ 
fer and it is not the purpose to argue 
it here. 
It seems worth while, how­ 
ever, to call attention to one remark- 
: hie fact or set of facts in connection 
with the Debs 
case 
because of the 
light which it throws upon a much 
greater and more interesting man than 
Mr. Debs. 
It used to be a habit of President 


\\ ii son’s enemies to denounce him as 
a Socialist. 
They alleged that he had 
surrounded himself with men who, if 
they were not outright Socialists, were 
socialisticallv inclined, 
and 
that he 
was fully in 
sympathy 
with 
these 
men’s ultra-radical 
ideas. 
Indeed, 
some of these political opponents of 
Mr. Wilson went so far as to hold him 
mainly responsible for 
the 
radical 
movement which was sweeping over 
the world and which seemed to threat­ 
en the very bases of society. 
Wilson, 
they asserted, was really to blame for 
Bolshevism. 
His ideas, his utterances, 
his influences, they declared, 
had 
brought 
on 
the 
great radical cat .a- 
clysm in Russia. 
I 
Now Mr. Debs is the leading radi- 
I cal, the leading Socialist of America. 
He has long been the recognized head 
ol the American Socialist party and 
has often been its candidate for presi­ 
dent. 
If Mr. Wilson were the Social­ 
ist at heart that his enemies have sand 
that he is, he ought to have been sym­ 
pathetic towards Mr. 
Debs, 
and he 
might have been expected to be as len­ 
ient towards the latter as possible. 
But what are the facts? 
President 
j Wilson refused flatly to pardon Debs, 
though heavy pressure 
was brought 
upon him to do so. 
It is the Adminis­ 
tration of President Harding, the ex- 
I reme conservative, the reactionary, 
which immediately takes up the Debs 
case in the most sympathetic way, al­ 
lows him the unprecedented privilege 
I of doffing his prison garb and coming 
unguarded to Washington, and issues 
• statements about his case calculated to 
awaken 
widespread 
sympathy 
for 
him. 
The rights and wrongs of this pro- 
j cedure are not what interest us at 
this moment. 
All that we are trying 
I to do is to exhibit the Debs case as an 
illustration of the utter absurdity of 
the familiar charge, so often heard at 
one time and 
still 
believed by some 
people, that Woodrow Wilson is a 
* Socialist at heart and that he is largely 
j responsible for the Bolshevik menace.

It was just 109 years, the compil­

“An Act to protect the commerce 
and seam en of the United States 
against the B arbary powers.” This 
act slapped on a general increase 
of 2Va and IO per cent ad valorem 
duties. 
The statu te stated itself to 
be tem porary, for one year but the 
title proved to be too good to be 
wasted. Year by year, after, clear 
up to 1813, congress reiterated its 
laudable purpose, re-enacted its in­ 
creased schedules, and announced 
it was gMng after the B arbary pir­ 
ates with 
a continuation 
of 
th e 
tariff for another twelve m onth. 
In 1813, however, the nation w ent 
to w ar w ith Great Britain, and in a 
hasty and brief paragraph of sta t­ 
ute, congress announced “an addi­ 
tional duty of IOO per cent on ail 
perm anent didies” to be collected 
for the duration of hostilities. T he 
tax on imported salt, incidentally, 
got up to 20 cents a pound. 
This was about the end of th e 
early tariff era, according to th e 
compilation. 
For the 
next 
forty 
years, most of the acts w ere label­ 
ed “ to reduce duties.” 
This they 
plainly did, for the salt tax was 
placed at IO cents a bushel. 
Con­ 
gress was fruitful of enactm ents 
“to release from duty Iron prepar­ 
ed for railways.” and the like. 
Presidential proclam ations reduc­ 
ed schedules 
even 
further. 
One 
dated February 25, 1858, noted that 
“vessels and subjects of H is Holi­ 
ness the Pope” were no longer to be 
charged higher custom s rates, be­ 
cause reciprocity

See bad been arranged. 
But the tariff cam e back with the 
beginning of the Civil W ar. 
Con­ 
gress on March 2, 1861, passed “An 
Act to provide for paym ent of out­ 
standing treasury notes.” 
It was 
composed of 26 
pages 
of 
tariff 
schedules. This length foreshadow­ 
ed the modern era. 
W ith 
misplaced 
optim ism , 
on 
July 14, 1862. congress asserted it 
had passed “An 
Act 
increasing, 
tem porarily, the duties on im ports.” 
The succeeding 
w ar 
enactm ents 
took the word tem porary com plete­ 
ly out of the congressional tax-lay­ 
ing voce aula rv. 
W ith the end of the civil w ar, 
acts reducing import duties w ent 
into effect, but on M arch 3, 1883, 
when the modern political contro­ 
versy over tariff was well under 
way, the title was alm ost as polite­ 
ly evasive as the version about the 
Barbary pirates. 
It was called “An 
'Act to reduce Internal* taxation. ”* 
One or two m easures designed 
as reductions intervened and th en 
congress cam e back, after a cen­ 
tury, to speak as straightforw ardly 
under President McKinley, in 1897 
as it had under President W ash­ 
ington.

The bill which contains nieasur

would have red signs to indicate 
first degree danger 
such as rail­ 
road crossing, dead ends of roads, 
or lift bridges; yellow indicating 
second degree danger at curves or 
grades, and green showing moving 
or traffic danger to be used at road 
intersections. 
Many national organizations in­ 
terested in the move to reduce tim 
annual automobile toll have

pressed their endorsement of

highway signalling. 
Red, for
